Secretary of State Ben W. Fortson, Jr., 
says he will ask the January session of 
the General Assembly to create a State 
Election Canvassing Board to eliminate 
the confusion, divided authority and in- 
efficiency of present methods of conduct- 
ing elections in the State. 


We believe all thinking citizens will 
agree with Mr. Fortson that elections 
should be conducted in a uniform manner 
in all counties. At present, however, the 
balloting is held according to the inter- 
pretations of the Ordinaries of each coun- 
ty. Returns for presidential electors, U. S. 
Senators, Congressmen, the Secretary of 
State and the Comptroller General are 
sent to the Governor’s office for consoli- 
dation. Returns for Governor, Lieutenant 
Governor and other constitutional officers 
are consolidated by the General Assem- 
bly. Tabulations for judges, solicitors, 
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legislators and other officers are sent to 
the office of the Secretary of State. 

Further, election returns more often 
than not arrive at the point of consolida- 
tion in all manner of confusion—totals 
erroneous or not tabulated at all, boxes 
unsealed and a host of other discrepancies. 

- The League of Women Voters, which 
makes a detailed study of government 
problems, goes further than Mr. Fortson 
and suggests a general overhauling of all 
election laws, removing the conflicting 
and outmoded statutes. 

It has been apparent in the past several 
elections that Georgia is attempting to 
conduct twentieth century elections in an 
eighteenth century manner. A major rea- 
‘son so many people refuse to go to the 
polls is the delay, confusion and uncer- 
tainty that inevitably accompanies the 
balloting. It is time our election process 
was brought up to date. 


Lynch Law and Mass Picketing 


Under a decision by the National Labor 
Relations Board the Federal Government 
is given authority to punish labor unions 
for violence on the picket lines through 
mass picketing, which is itself forbidden. 
- We think the decision proper. There 
is no reason for mass picketing. Manage- 
ment long ago lost the right, through laws 
and court decisions, to offer any resist- 


ance to picketing. Certainly labor cannot 


argue with any sincerity it has a right to 
mass picketing and to physical restraint 
against a person who wishes to work. 

The Taft-Hartley law provides the 
basis for this latest decision. This law, 
which brings the power of the Federal 
Court into local affairs, will, we assume, 
-be tested in the highest court. 

It therefore. assumes a new direction. 
If the Supreme Court rules that the law 
does allow the Federal- Courts to inter- 
vene against picket line violence in local 
labor disputes, what are we then going 
to say about the right of the Federal Gov- 
ernment to intervene in cases of lynch 
violence? 

We inject this little Query into the dis- 


cussion in the hope of obtaining some. 


thinking. We cannot go on regarding 


the Federal Government and its legal 
processes as something to use when it 
pleases us and something to protest in 
the name of State’s rights when it dis- 
pleases us. We in the South have hurt 
our cause and confused our thinking by 
just such muddled approaches. 

Thus, it comes about, that most of 
those who headed the now discredited 
Dixiecrats are those who, in the past, were 
in Washington seeking federal aid to help 
with their’ State health problems, their 
roads, their farm prices, their hospitals 
and so on, but who now wish to establish 
a keep-out sign when the Federal Govern- 
ment seeks to establish the right of all 
citizens to the ballot. 

To the rest of the nation, as the election 
showed, that doesn’t make sense and it 
emphatically does not make friends for 
the real and serious problem of State’s 
rights of the real kind—not the untenable 
Dixiecrat position. 

We are all part of the United States 
and the Federal Constitution is the pro- 
tection for all of us. It is well to keep 
that in mind and to find out what we 
want local government to be and how far

Next Time We Will Know Better 


WASHINGTON—The thing that gave President Truman’s victory the great dramatic quality it 
had was the all but unanimous verdict of the “experts” in the pre-election forecasts that he was 


doomed to certain defeat. 
lation of all time. 

Had there been a more accurate appraisal 
of the real situation over the country, much of 
this dramatic quality would have been missing. 
All of us would have expected a hotly contested 
election and the outcome either way would have 
been received with only moderate surprise. 

The thing that threw us off and caused the 
result to be marked down as the greatest politi- 
cal upset of the century was the unanimity with 
which the newspapers, the pollsters, the com- 
mentators, the political writers and the smart 
money (gamblers’ odds) predicted Gov. Dewey’s 
election. Victory for the GOP ticket was not 
only predicted—it was proclaimed as a certainty, 
and by a landslide in the Electoral College. 


Only a timid few—such as this writer— 
were willing to go so far as to say that while 
Gov. Dewey’s election seemed certain, Mr. 
Truman, by dint of the most intensive cam- 
paign effort ever put forth by a presidential 
candidate, had succeeded in stopping the 
trend against him and would at least hold 
the Republican nominee down to a modest 
plurality of the popular vote. 


It is interesting, therefore, to hold an elec- 
tion postmortem on the things that threw so 
many people off — people who should have 
known better—on the outcome. Seyeral plau- 
sible explanations come to mind. Without seek- 
ing to place them in their order of importance, 
they may be summarized as follows: 

First, there was the basic feeling among 
Democrats no less than Republicans that Presi- 
dent Truman would be a weak candidate. This 
was probably due to the ¢omparison which most 
everyone involuntarily drew between him and 
his predecessor, the politically incomparable 
FDR. -It was this feeling Which prompted a 
wide segment of the party leadership to try to 
ditch Mr. Truman at the Democratic Conven- 


It will probably go down in history as the most colossal political miscalcu- 


tion and nominate Gen. Eisenhower in his place. 

Second, there was the factor of the profes- 
sional poll takers. The Gallup, the Crossley and 
the Roper polls all indicated somewhat conclu- 
sively from early surveys taken in the campaign 
that Mr. Truman was hopelessly defeated. Some 
of the lot did not have too good a reputation 
as measurers of public sentiment, judging by 
their performances of the past. 

A third important factor was the attitude 
of more than 85 percent of the newspapers of 
the country. These papers strongly supported 
the Dewey candidacy. Included among them 
were some of the leading Democratic publica- 
tions of the country—the New York Times, for 
example. Consciously or unconsciously, it was 
impossible for these publications not to empha- 
size an impression that the Republicans were 
bound to win. 


The net effect of these three factors was to 
promote the theme of Democratic defeat. Natur- 
ally the Republicans picked it up and saturated 
the country with the idea of oncoming victory. 
Radio commentators, too often reflecting the 
political views of their sponsors, fanned the 
propaganda over the air waves. The country 
consequently had but one thought drilled into 


it from the beginning of the campaign—that | 


Mr. Truman was doomed to disaster. 


Naturally many people were taken in 
by it all. Seasoned political observers who 
were bent only on seeking the truth found 
it difficult to set their judgment up against 
such a flood of one-sided opinion. It was 
enough te shake any man’s confidence in an 
ability to prejudge the election outcome. 
Human nature is not such that one man is 
willing to face a million of his fellow men 
and say they are wrong, even though the evi- 
dence offers grounds for disputing the col- 
lective judgment. 


And so it probably was that many of us al- 
lowed ourselves to be deceived. We yielded to 
the verdict of the so-called experts, relying 
on their capacity for arriving at the correct 
answer. The public. has a right to feel that the 
“experts” failed them miserably.’ Next time 
we will know better.

Sunday night before the Democratic Con- 
vention opened in Philadelphia, I had dinner at 
Bookbinder’s famous restaurant with then Sen- 
ator Alben Barkley, and with Mr. and Mrs. L. W. Robert.

WASHINGTON—Belittled and scoffed at for three and a half 
years by almost all his official contemporaries, Harry S. Truman 
suddenly has emerged as a powerful public figure strictly in his 
own right. 

Mr. Truman still is a long way from marshaling a coherent 
majority of Congress in support of the policies he heretofore has 
espoused, but his position on that front has been tremendously 
bolstered. The new Democratic members of the Senate and House 
mostly are of the New Deal ilk. 

And international policy-makers, abroad and at home, who 
have been increasingly disregarding Mr. Truman on the assump- 
tion that he was on his way out, suddenly have been yanked up 
to a realization that the fate of the world may rest in his hands 
for another four years.

The Farmers Wanted to Know 


WASHINGTON—A significant factor in. the election has been overlooked or 
too little emphasized. It has additional fiterest because of its possible influence 
on the future shape of the Democratic Paty and upon future Republican policy. 
This is the surprising strength shown by President Truman in Midwest farm ter- 


ritory. 


It had been taken for granted g:nerally that this area was still staunchly 


Republican; that is, taken for granted by all but a few, which included a fellow named Harry S. 
Truman and his Secretary of Agriculture, Charles F. Brannan. ‘ 


This Democratic farm strength was really the 
big “sleeper” in this amazing election. It pro- 
vided the margin of victory. It was responsible 
for the President carrying Ohio, Illinois, Wis- 
consin and Iowa with their decisive total of 75 
electoral votes, all of which had been assigned 
beforehand by the polls to Gov. Dewey. Their 
loss would have cut the President’s total from 
304 to 229 electoral votes, considerably short of 
the necessary 266. In his column they far more 
than offset the loss of four Southern States to 
the Dixiecrats and fell just short of offsetting the 
combined electoral total of the four Southern 
States and New York, which is 85. 


Farm support also increased President Tru- 
man’s total in Minnesota, which the polls had 
given to him, and it was a threat to Republi- 
cans even in South Dakota which Gov. Dewey 
carried this year by only 10,000 votes as com- 
pared with his 38,000 majority in 1944 against 
President Roosevelt. The President also did 
surprisingly well in Kansas and North Dakota. 


The big- shock, of course, was when rock- 
ribbed Republican Iowa went for Harry Truman. 
He carried it by 34,000 votes as compared with 
Gov. Dewey’s 37,000 majority four years ago, 
quite a spread. Something had happened in the 
farm belt. How come? 

Farmers were restive and disturbed. The rea- 
sons were acts of both omission and commission 
by that Eightieth Republican Congress to which 
President Truman so often referred and. in 
speeches to farmers very specifically—and the 
fear that they might lose present price supports 
under a Republican administration. Gov. Dewey’s 
pledge of continued price supports had been 
Vague and general. Farmers wanted to know for 
gure. 

All of this was dramatized for unknowing 
Easterners through those long hours Tuesday 
night when Republican managers buoyed their 
flagging spirits by saying “Wait until the rural 
vote comes in.” When it came in President Tru- 
’ gman still maintained his lead. Nearly everybody 
was puzzled. 

But not Secretary of Agriculture Brannan. He

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knew about the worry among farmers. He told 
President Truman six weeks before the election 
that he would get surprising farm support from 
the Midwest. The Secretary did something about. 
it. Day after day he made campaign speeches— 
visiting 13 states in all. "President Truman did 
something about it, too. He stumped the Midwest 
earnestly and patiently. Many people thought he 
was wasting his time. 


He touched on their grievances. He recallid 
how that Eightieth Congress had deprived the 
Agriculture Department of authority to increase 
grain storage facilities, lack of which was a real 
worry to farmers. For the corn crop was the 
biggest in history and wheat one of the largest. 


®This meant that farmers had to store in private 


warehouses which cost them 10 to 15 cents a 
bushel since price supports do not apply on such 
storage. President Truman charged that lobby- 
ists for speculative grain interests had got Con- 
gress to take away the Agriculture Department’s 
authority with the result that owners of private 
warehouses were buying up grain at the below- 
support price to hold for the higher price. 


He also reminded them that the Senate 
had refused to ratify the international wheat 
agreement that would have guaranteed farm- 
ers a sure export market for five years. Dur- 
ing the campaign, too, to give point to farmers’ 
fears, what had dropped a dollar a bushel and 
a few days before election milk and butter 
went down. Naturally farmers were very much 
concerned about agricultural aid programs to 
which Democrats were committed firmly, but 
about which Republicans were vague. 


The pattern of the Truman election victory 
suggests a return to that of the very early Roose- 
velt years when Midwest farmers contributed 
handsomely along with labor and the Solid South. 
Farm area recruits could offset defection in the 
South, which might continue either through such 
splinter movements as the Dixiecrats or through 
increasing Republican strength in that area, as 
well as offset losses in the East such as New 
York and:Pennsylvania in this year’s election.

Truman isn’t quite as far 
ahead as he’d been; Dewey still has a chance.

It's Time To Hoist the White Flag 


The election returns mean no more than a party victory to the old professional hacks of the big 
cities—O’Dwyer, Hague and Curley, of the active list, and Farley, Flynn and Kelly, of the ancients. 


It may mean no more than that to President Truman. 


But to the cunning and highly intelligent 


conspirators of the left it means that the American Republic that prospered and created a standard 
ef living beyond comparison in history is done for. 


Now we go Socialistic after England and we 
are never coming back. Truman’s Eighty-first’ 
Congress will come in snorting for the blood of 
the aristocrats whom the President so noisily 
damned. The mob-rule of the union gangsters 
has been vindicated by the response to his theatri- 
eal shrieks against the Taft-Hartley Law, which 
now will be repealed, thus restoring the right of 
club and torch to the brown shirts of the party. 
Within aeshort time, under a fair construction 
of the response to one of his great campaign 
issues, Mr. Truman will restore price controls and 
the black markets with their fine business oppor- 
tunities for deserving partisans. Rationing will 
goon ensue as a measure “short of war” so that 
we may feed and otherwise supply the people of 
Europe, who, we hope, will have the kindness to 
stand off the Russians for us.

There is bleak comfort in the fact that if Mr. 
Dewey had been elected, he, too, almost certainly 
‘would have had to revive most of the shortages, 
coupons and intricate files of personal pedigrees 
which Roosevelt so dearly loved, in preparation 
for the Roosevelt Memorial War. That war is 
inevitable, thanks to the warm-hearted errors of 
the Great Philatelist in recognizing Russia, cul- 
vating the Communist Party here and propitiating 
Stalin in gallant pilgrimages to Teheran and 
Yalta. 

To those Americans who have lived long 
enough to see the decline of freedom from the 
days of substantial wealth and comfort, low taxes 
and immunity from the peering of the FBI, the 
Army Intelligence, the Treasury and agents of 
the Anti-Nazi League, the present is irksome and 
future ominous.

invited here as inferiors but wouldn’t keep to 
their slums. On the contrary, they went to night 
school, studying Marx and subcourses in rioting, 
street fighting, picketing, provocation, parlia- 
mentary tactics and public speaking. The Ameri- 
cans, pleasure-bent, generously ignored them. 
The Americans were a little surprised but lacked 
the intelligence to be alarmed when they dis- 
covered these people all over Washington, thick 
as flies in the unions of the CIO, and thicker 
mid the pleasures and palaces of Palm Beach and 
Saratoga where the humble native cannot go. 


The journalists, bookmakers and pollsters, 
as Mr. Truman called them, who scratched him 
and gave Dewey a walkover are more to be 
pitied than scorned. The President’s own 
daughter said she, too, was overwhelmed by the 
surprise and all the headquarters professionals 
in honest confidences admitted that on the 
dawn of election day they stood by to bury 
Truman, not to cheer him. The vote was a 
political mistake because it was almost entirely 
a blow struck at the Congress in response to 
ae strangely juvenile and bush-league 
attack. 


Actually it was a good Congress, but he had 
to get rid of the blame for his own disasters, and 
draw attention from the great disaster of impend- 
ing war. So he tore into the Ejightieth, which 
had no means of defense as strident and dramatic 
as his attack. 3 

To his own astonishment he won by a protest 
vote against a blameless culprit. It certainly was 
not an indorsement of Truman’s tragic error in 
Berlin where he forgot to provide access to his 
south forty. Any American farmer should have 
quit him for that, the more angrily since his mis- 
take has cost the lives of a dozen young Ameri- 
can Army fliers and hundreds of millions of 
taxes. However, the air lift is good practice for 
the Roosevelt Memorial War and Mr. Truman may 
have occasion within a year or two to take credit 
for this foresighted intensive training of a large 
corps of airmen under simulated war conditions 
in time of peace.
